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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . The amendment filed 5/27/2003 has been entered. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

2. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

3. Claims 7, 10, and 12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which 
was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled in the 
relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had possession of the 
claimed invention. The newly added claims recite a sheet tray body attached to a shaft in a 
manner to be movable along the axis of the shaft. The specification does not disclose or suggest 
a sheet tray body attached to a shaft in a manner to be movable along the axis of the shaft. 

4. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

5. Claims 7 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for failing 
to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as the 
invention. Claim 7 recites "at upper edge part". Is this the same upper edge part recited in claim 
1? 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 

6. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 
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(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

7. Claims 1-12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Shim in view 
of Nagato et al. Shim discloses a tapered sheet tray body (20,30), a shaft (12) nearly 
perpendicular to a sheet mounting surface, a step-like part (See Fig. 3). Shim discloses all the 
limitations of the claims, but it does not disclose an abutting rib thrusting member. However, 
Negato discloses an extendable feed tray that includes an abutting rib thrusting member (29) for 
the purpose of controlling the angle of the feed tray relative to a sheet mount (see col. 4, line 47- 
col. 5, line 14). It would have been obvious for a person of ordinary skill in the art at the time of 
the applicant's invention to modify Shim by utilizing an abutting rib thrusting member, as 
disclosed by Negato, for the purpose of controlling the angle of the feed tray relative to a sheet 
mount. 

Response to Arguments 

8. Applicant's arguments filed 5/27/2003 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

9. The applicant states that Shim fails to provide what Negato lacks. The examiner reminds 
the applicant that the rejection is Shim in view of Negato; not Negato in view of Shim. 

10. The applicant states that Shim does not disclose a sheet tray body attached to a shaft in a 
manner to be rotatable around an axis of the shaft and movable along the axis of the shaft. In 
response, the examiner notes that the sheet tray body disclosed by Shim is capable of being 
moved along the axis of the shaft with assistance (it is not impossible for it to be moved). 
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1 1 . The applicant states that Negato does not disclose a thrusting member for forwardly 
pushing the sheet tray body. Rather, the applicant states that Negato discloses a rib that 
frontwardly pushes a non-movable main tray, which is in contrast claim 1 . In response, the 
examiner notes that the claims do not define a frontward direction. Therefore, any direction 
could be considered frontward or rearward. Additionally, the claims do not recite "a non- 
movable main tray". The claims recite "a sheet tray body" and a thrusting member for 
frontwardly pushing the sheet tray body. Negato discloses an abutting rib thrusting member (29) 
for frontwardly pushing a sheet tray body (21,25).

12. Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in this 
Office action.
